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Lord  Howard  de  Walden  and  the  Director  of  Music 

THE  NEW  ORGAN 

Lord  Howard  de  Walden  unveiled  the  organ  he  presented  to  the 
College  on  May  25th,  after  an  informal  speech  to  a  gathering  of 
students,  staff  and  distinguished  friends  of  the  College.  The  opening 
recital  which  followed  was  given  by  Dr.  Francis  Jackson,  then 
organist  of  York  Minster,  who  played  the  new  instrument  in  with 
brilliance  and  virtuosity.  His  programme  included  the  Grand 
Fantasia  in  F  minor  by  Mozart,  Bach’s  5th  Trio  Sonata,  the  Aria  by 
Flor  Peeters,  two  short  pieces  by  Vierne,  and  Marcel  Dupre’s  Prelude 
and  Fuge  in  B. 

At  lunch  the  Principal  spoke  of  the  long  musical  traditions  of  the 
College,  started  by  Sir  Francis  Campbell,  and  added,  “These 
traditions  did  not  die  out  with  his  retirement.  More  than  250 
LRAM’s,  ARCO’s  and  FRCO’s  have  been  gained  by  students  in  this 
century.  There  have  been  Bachelors  of  Music  and  even  Doctors  of 
Music.  In  1943  the  Gold  Medal  for  first  place  in  the  UK  for  LGSM 
was  won  by  a  College  student.  The  following  year  the  Silver  Medal 
was  won.  In  1944  there  were  seven  Diplomas,  in  1950  eight,  in  1952 
ten.  John  James,  present  Director  of  Music,  after  becoming  ARCO 
and  LRAM  in  1951,  went  on  to  earn  the  best  FRCO  of  his  year  (with 
the  tuition  of  Sir  George  Thalben-Ball)  and  won  the  triennial  Silver 
Medal  of  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Musicians.  Lord  Howard  de 
Walden’s  generosity  has  come  at  the  right  moment.  We  now  have  an 
organ  again,  worthy  of  an  Academy  of  Music.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
many  more  students  will  wish  to  learn  to  play  it,  and  I  hope  that  some 
of  them  may  yet  find  a  profession  in  music.  Certainly  a  great  deal  of 
happiness  will  be  engendered  for  very  many  visually  handicapped 
students  both  now  and  in  future  years.’’ 
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PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT 


In  1982  we  have  been  preparing  students  for  a  sterner  future 
(heralded  appropriately  by  the  sternest  of  winters,  with  weeks  of  ice 
and  snow  drifts).  Blind  persons  who  cannot  survive  either  physically 
or  emotionally  away  from  their  parents,  or  whose  employment  skills 
are  not  first-class,  are  doubly  handicapped,  and  unnecessarily  so,  as 
this  year  has  shown. 

A  period  of  education  away  from  home  in  late  adolescence  is  an 
increasing  trend  for  all  people.  Without  an  adventitious  break  such 
as  this,  many  of  the  visually  handicapped  would  never  leave  home,  or 
be  allowed  to.  Mobility  of  labour  is  important  too.  The  visually 
handicapped  must  go  to  live  where  thejobs  are,  and  must  be  confident 
of  being  able  to  do  this  successfully.  The  psychological  stresses  of 
being  the  only  blind  young  person  in  the  neighbourhood  can  more 
easily  be  mastered  in  the  emotionally  neutral  ambience  of 
professional  surroundings,  where  such  problems  are  seen  in 
proportion  and  the  student  is  not  patronised,  ignored  or  shunned. 
Because  of  this  specialised  training,  80%  of  the  summer’s  leavers 
from  the  College  are  in  employment  or  have  moved  successfully  on  to 
Higher  Education.  These  results  have  been  achieved  through  the 
expertise  of  the  staff  and  through  the  continuous  development  of 
courses  to  meet  changing  needs. 

New  Developments  in  Business  Studies 

Business  Education  Council  courses  have  now  begun  in  the 
impressive  unit  converted  and  equipped  through  a  generous  bequest 
from  the  late  Mr.  G.  A.  Haywood.  35  students  are  following  this 
course,  which  is  designed  to  broaden  awareness  of  the  world  of 
business  and  hence  to  strengthen  motivation  for  the  acquiring  of 
essential  basic  skills.  In  succeeding  years  these  students  will  add 
telephony,  telexing,  reception  duties,  filing  and  word  processing  to 
their  typewriting  and  shorthand. 

Weak  spelling  is  a  handicap  most  students  bring  with  them 
nowadays.  Extensive  remedial  support  is  already  given  but  we  intend 
to  strengthen  motivation  by  moving  over  to  Audio-Typewriting 
examinations  and  by  not  using  amanuenses  for  BEC  examinations. 

A  New  Foundation  Course 

Students  entering  onto  the  new  Business  Studies  courses  must 
possess  the  reasonably  adequate  level  of  literacy  and  numeracy 
which  the  BEC  course  demands.  For  some  applicants  who  have 
potential  without  achievement,  we  have  therefore  re-introduced  the 
Foundation  Course.  This  will  offer  intensive  instruction  in  all  basic 
learning  skills,  including  English  Language,  braille  and  typewriting. 
It  will  last  for  up  to  3  terms  and  will  end  each  July,  by  which  time  it 
should  be  possible  to  re-assign  the  student  to  a  major  course. 
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The  National  Computing  Centre  for  the  Visually  Handicapped 

The  Bernard  Sunley  National  Computing  Centre  for  the  Visually 
Handicapped  is  now  in  its  second  year  and  is  about  to  move  to  its 
purpose-built  accommodation  in  the  New  Building.  The  Manpower 
Services  Commission  has  approved  the  one-year  programming 
course,  which  means  that  suitable  mature  applicants  can  receive  full 
MSC  funding. 

General  Studies 

Three  new  lecture  rooms  for  Mathematics  are  being  provided  in 
the  New  Building,  and  an  additional  Lecturer  in  Mathematics,  Miss 
Elizabeth  Brown,  has  been  appointed.  We  also  have  three  part-time 
Lecturers  in  English  Language,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Chapman,  Mrs. 
Nicola  Daw,  and  Mrs.  Denise  Smith.  More  Optacon  teaching  is  now 
available,  as  well  as  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  Viewscan, 
Versabraille,  Brailink  and  Microwriter. 

Educational  Technology 

The  aids  available  increase  daily.  We  have  a  new  high  technology 
study  room  with  powerful  CCTV’s,  variable  speed  tape  players  and 
an  indexed  tape  encyclopedia.  We  have  a  new  reprographics  room 
where  lecturers  can  prepare  braille  and  large  print  copies  of  lecture 
notes  and  work  sheets,  and  where  high  quality  tactile  diagrams  and 
graphs  can  be  prepared  for  them. 

The  role  of  the  College  as  a  centre  of  Educational  Technology  for 
the  visually  handicapped,  both  evaluating  and,  in  Technical 
Resources,  developing,  new  equipment,  has  been  emphasised  this 
year  by  the  decision  of  the  Mountbatten  Memorial  Trust  to  fund  a 
3-year  programme  (to  the  extent  of  £126,000)  to  design  and  produce 
an  inexpensive  electronic  brailler.  The  development  team,  shortly  to 
be  appointed,  will  be  housed  in  the  New  Building. 


Expansion  of  Piano  Tuning  Department 

The  constant  demand  for  piano  tuners  nationally  and  the  long 
waiting  list  for  places  on  the  College  course  has  decided  us  to  expand 
the  Sobell  Department  of  Piano  Tuning  and  Repairs  from 
September,  1983.  This  will  involve  much  ingenious  architectural 
reconstruction,  but  the  high  standards  of  the  Department  will  be 
maintained. 

Careers 

The  Careers  Library  is  being  re-established  in  the  Main  Library: 
information  will  be  available  in  braille,  large  print,  ink  print  and  on 
tape.  The  RNIB  is  to  expand  its  careers  advisory  service  by  arranging 
for  all  its  regional  Employment  Officers  to  visit  the  College 
frequently  and  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  students  from  their  particular 
regions.  Our  own  Work  Experience  programme  successfully  places 
more  and  more  students  every  year. 
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Music  and  the  Media 

The  new  College  organ  was  unveiled  on  May  25th  by  our 
President,  Lord  Howard  de  Walden,  whose  gift  it  was.  The  Music 
Department  is  now  equipped  superbly  well,  as  those  who  listened  to 
Morning  Service  broadcast  from  the  College  on  May  9th  will  be 
aware. 

The  College  has  indeed  been  much  exposed  to  radio  and  television 
this  year.  Keith  Russell’s  moving  contribution  to  “Songs  of  Praise” 
from  St.  Peter’s,  Hereford,  broadcast  in  January,  was  repeated 
several  times  during  the  year.  Thames  TV  has  been  filming  a  senior 
student,  and  will  follow  her  coming  search  for  employment.  John 
Everett’s  thought-provoking  exhibition  “A  Touch  of  Yesterday”  in 
the  De  Lancey  Gallery  was  shown  on  “Midlands  Today”  in  July.  The 
National  Film  School  will  be  making  a  film  of  the  College  next  term. 

The  Demand  for  Excellence 

Our  students  are  fortunate  that  understanding  and  generous 
benefactors  have  made  possible  the  many  improvements  in  courses 
and  equipment  this  year,  outlined  above.  They  are  perhaps  even 
more  fortunate  than  they  realise,  for  the  history  of  special  education 
is  a  strange  one. 

Originally  handicapped  children  had  to  cope  as  well  as  they  could 
in  ordinary  schools.  Over  a  century  ago — mostly  before  the  1870 
Education  Act  made  education  compulsory  for  all — a  series  of 
sympathetic  individuals  founded  institutions  designed  to  give 
specialist  and  preferential  treatment  to  handicapped  children.  The 
pendulum  is  swinging  again.  The  asset-strippers  are  at  work  on 
education,  supported  by  double-think  catch  phrases  such  as 
“integration”,  which  means  (when  you  consider  it):  “All 
handicapped  people  are  normal.  They  should  therefore  be  educated 
with  normal  people.  They  should  not  be  educated  with  other 
handicapped  people,  because  other  handicapped  people  are  not 
normal.” 

To  some  Councillors  in  Local  Government,  integration  is  a 
political  issue;  to  others,  unfortunately,  it  is  a  way  of  saving  money. 
In  reality  integration  is  not  a  matter  of  principle  at  all:  what  is  a 
matter  of  principle  is  to  provide  what  is  most  suited  to  the  individual. 
We  all  train  our  children  for  integration  almost  from  birth.  Some 
take  longer  to  train  than  others:  after  all,  that’s  what  a  “handicap”  is. 

There  is  no  good  education  and  training  on  the  cheap,  as  the 
success  of  the  more  expensive  public  schools  and  universities  shows. 
What  we  have  at  RNC  is  cheap  at  the  price,  however,  for  it  is  of 
proven  excellence,  and  it  is  unique. 

We  have  sometimes  been  told  that  the  country  can  no  longer 
afford  such  high  standards  in  education.  I  am  not  so  pessimistic. 
“The  country”  is  made  up  of  parents  and  children,  and  both 
groups  have  a  vested  interest  in  the  future.  All  the  evidence  we  have 
is  that  most  Local  Authorities  want  the  best  for  their  children 
too.  Out  of  1 10  Local  Education  Authorities  in  England,  Wales  and 
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Northern  Ireland,  100  have  sponsored  students  here  during  the  last 
four  years.  An  increasing  proportion  of  our  candidates  for  entry  have 
come  through  unspecialised  education  and  apply  for  places  here  in 
order  to  catch  up  what  they  have  inevitably  lost  in  an  integrated 
setting.  They  end  up  as  tax  payers,  rather  than  benefit-receivers,  and 
this  must  be  for  the  health  of  all  concerned. 

The  College  gives  the  opportunities,  but  it  is  the  students  who  take 
them.  On  their  determination  their  success  depends,  and  I  must  pay 
tribute  to  them.  They  are  hard  working  and  good-humoured,  and 
triumphantly  normal.  It  is  easy  for  us,  who  know  them  well,  to  forget 
that  they  have  overcome  worries  and  frustrations  that  would  destroy 
most  of  us.  To  be  blind  is  to  walk  a  lonely  road.  That  they  do  this  with 
dignity  and  without  complaint  is  a  glowing  instance  of  “man’s 
unconquerable  mind”.  While  at  College  they  learn  they  are  not 
alone,  and  their  independence,  maturity  and  adventurousness  grow 
as  fast  as  our  resources  can  keep  pace  with  them.  The  cost  of  such 
excellence  can  never  be  too  high. 


DONATIONS 


The  College  has  continued  to  receive  invaluable  gifts  of  specialised 
equipment  throughout  the  year.  These  have  ranged  from  Optacons 
(The  Hayward  Foundation  and  Esso  Petroleum  Ltd.),  Braille 
transcriptionn  facilities  (The  Wolfson  Foundation)  and  a  Multigym 
(The  Sports  Council  Trust)  to  Speech  Calculators,  Tape  players  and 
Copy  holders.  Thanks  to  these  benefactors,  listed  further  on, 
students  are  leaving  College  better  trained  than  ever  before.  Only 
through  their  success  can  we  demonstrate  our  gratitude. 

Mrs.  Vera  Craker,  Appeal  Secretary  at  the  College,  is  happy  to 
assist  enquirers  by  suggesting  projects  which  need  funding  at  the 
present  time. 
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DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS 

THE  PILKINGTON  DEPARTMENT  OF  BUSINESS  STUDIES 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  has  moved  into  new  areas  of 
business  education  through  its  adoption  of  the  Business  Education 
Council  General  Level  courses.  We  are  aware,  however,  that  the 
Department  must  retain  its  emphasis  on  the  development  of 
secretarial  skills  and  this  aspect  of  our  work  continues  to  be  given  the 
highest  consideration. 

In  the  study  of  typewriting  our  students  follow  courses  of  study 
that  lead  them  to  examinations  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  and  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce.  We  have  added  to  our  range  with 
the  introduction  of  electronic  typewriters.  During  the  year  many 
students  received  training  on  the  Olympia  ES105  Electronic 
Typewriter,  being  taught  how  to  operate  the  special  function  keys 
and  memory  facilities  of  the  machine.  By  July,  1982,  the  majority  of 
our  leavers  were  able  to  operate  this  typewriter  successfully.  In 
Autumn  1982,  the  first  group  of  our  students  have  entered  for 
examinations  using  the  electronic  machines. 

Braille  shorthand  continues  to  play  an  important  role  in  the 
attainment  of  a  marketable  qualification.  We  encourage  students  to 
learn  the  skill  and  then  ensure  that  they  are  provided  with  adequate 
tutorial  assistance  to  overcome  any  of  their  learning  difficulties. 

In  the  present  economic  climate  it  is  essential  that  we  offer  our 
students  as  wide  a  range  of  complementary  skills  as  possible.  Thus, 
the  provision  of  Audio-Typewriting  in  a  specially-equipped  room  is  a 
part  of  all  second  and  third  year  students’  timetables,  and  the  quality 
of  work  produced  is  impressive.  These  students  also  receive 
telephony  training  and  practical  training  in  the  use  of  office 
machinery.  We  have  the  facilities  to  give  students  instruction  in 
Word  Processing.  When  the  New  Building  is  available  we  willbe  able 
to  equip  all  our  students  with  these  skills.  The  Work  Practice  Office 
remains  a  key  part  of  the  Department;  and  it  is  the  workshop  where 
all  of  our  students  undergo  a  period  of  essential  training  in  commercial 
practise. 

All  first  year  students  are  now  preparing  for  the  Business 
Education  Council  General  Awards.  This  course  of  study  attempts 
to  provide  an  integrated,  co-ordinated  course  of  a  vocational  nature. 
The  basis  of  the  course  is  the  Core  Module  Structure  which  is 
designed  to  develop  skills  in  literacy,  communication,  numeracy,  and 
a  working  knowledge  of  the  business  world.  Other  subjects  being 
offered  include  Typewriting,  Braille  Shorthand,  Office  Machinery, 
Reception/Telephony,  and  a  special  module.  Living  and  Working  in 
the  Community. 

Our  students  respond  positively  to  this  skill  development  and 
vocational  preparation.  Mention  could  be  made  of  many  examples  of 
student  achievements,  but  two  students  who  deserve  ppise  in 
particular  are  Chan  Tin  Lung  and  Arthur  Payne.  Chan  Tin  Lung 
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obtained  joint  second  place  in  the  UK  for  Intermediate  stage 
Shorthand  at  70  wpm.  Arthur  Payne  obtained  first  place  in  the  UK 
for  Intermediate  stage  Shorthand  at  90  wpm,  and  was  awarded  the 
First  Place  prize.  Arthur  gained  further  awards  at  100  wpm  and  120 
wpm  in  1982.  Success  brought  another  reward  for  Arthur  when  he 
obtained  employment  with  the  Department  of  Industry. 

One  of  the  reasons  why  the  Department  is  able  to  operate 
efficiently  is  because  of  the  wide  range  ofsupport  and  assistance  that 
we  receive,  and  I  would  like  to  cite  some  examples  of  this  assistance. 

IBM  have  loaned  us  six  NC82  Magnetic  Card  Typewriters  for  the 
purpose  of  training  our  students  upon  these  machines.  The  first 
typing  of  the  document  is  recorded  as  it  is  typed  on  a  reversible 
magnetic  card  which  is  then  stored  in  a  Magnetic  Card  Unit. 
Alterations  and  amendments  can  be  made  to  the  cards  and  the 
machine  types  out  the  final  copy  at  a  high  speed. 

British  Telecom  have  made  us  a  gift  of  two  telex  machines  and  we 
are  able  to  explain  the  basic  principles  of  this  important 
communication  aid  to  our  students.  Thanks  to  the  advice  and 
cooperation  of  British  Telecom  we  have  been  able  to  install  a  small 
telephone  switchboard  system.  The  installation  work  has  been 
carried  out  free  of  charge  by  a  local  engineering  section  and  in  their 
own  time,  and  they  have  agreed  to  service  the  equipment  free  of 
charge.  The  switchboard  is  used  within  the  department  for  the 
Business  Education  Council  option  module  in  Reception  and 
Telephony  and  additional  training  is  provided  for  final  year  students 
before  they  go  onto  the  College  switchboard  for  live  experience. 

We  have  a  large  number  of  typewriter  models  in  the  Department, 
ranging  from  the  traditional  manual  models  to  the  latest  electronic 
models.  Regular  maintenance  of  these  machines  is  essential,  and  we 
rely  heavily  on  the  support  that  we  receive  from  Spinks  Typewriters 
Ltd.  Typewriters  always  develop  faults  at  the  most  inconvenient 
times,  but  Mr.  Jim  Emmerson  is  always  ready  to  come  to  our 
assistance. 

Within  the  college  itself  the  help  of  the  maintenance  staff  has  been 
invaluable  during  the  year  when  we  began  Business  Education 
Council  Courses  and  needed  to  partition  and  re-equip  large  room 
areas.  We  would  like  to  record  our  thanks  to  Dave  Bowen,  Tony 
Goode,  Wilf  Burge  and  their  colleagues  for  their  assistance  in  giving 
us  splendid  ‘BEC’  rooms. 

There  have  been  several  changes  to  the  Department’s  staff  during 
the  year.  Mr.  Ian  Doull  has  retired,  and  I  have  been  appointed  as  his 
replacement.  Mr.  Bill  Lambert  joins  us  as  a  member  of  our  BEC 
team.  Miss  Jane  Lilleystone  has  been  appointed  as  a  Lecturer  in 
Word  Processing.  Mrs.  Enid  Bullock  has  joined  us  as  a  part-time 
Lecturerer  in  Typewriting. 

RICHARD  STROUD 
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BERNARD  SUNLEY  NATIONAL  COMPUTING  CENTRE 

The  Centre’s  intake  of  students  has  increased  from  12  to  30  in 
the  past  year.  We  continue  to  offer  an  ‘AO’  Computer  Studies  as  part 
ot  the  General  Studies  programme  and  the  City  and  Guilds  Basic 
Certificate  in  Computer  Programming  for  those  who  intend  to 
proceed  directly  into  the  Computing  profession.  Last  year’s  students 
produced  good  results  on  both  courses,  setting  a  high  standard  for 
later  years.  This  year’s  intake  of  students  will  greatly  benefit  from  the 
very  considerable  additional  equipment  provided  for  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  This  includes  a  multi-user  Computer  system  that  will  permit 
up  to  eight  students  to  work  simultaneously,  developing  and  testing 
their  programs. 

Five  new  terminals  have  a  special  large  clear  character  set  which 
was  developed  by  a  local  Electronics  Company  working  with  the 
Department.  We  hope  shortly  to  add  speech  facilities  to  these 
terminals.  A  Brailink  will  enable  our  braille  users  to  operate 
independently.  The  Department  is  co-operating  with  the  Open 
University  in  further  speech  devices  and  in  braille  input  to  the 
Computer  system.  Our  braille  embossing  machine  produces  listings 
for  our  braille  users  and  is  heavily  used. 

We  are  now  teaching  Pascal  to  our  City  and  Guilds  students  as  well 
as  to  our  ‘AO’  students,  as  a  vehicle  to  introduce  structured 
programming  habits,  and  we  intend  later  in  the  course  to  introduce 
one  other  language  such  as  ‘Cobol  Basic’  for  these  programming 
students. 

Co-operation  with  Universities  has  brought  benefits  to  the  College 
in  the  form  of  additional  language  facilities  on  our  Computer  system. 
We  have  obtained  a  powerful  new  generation  dual  processor 
Computer  which  will  act  as  print  server  allowing  up  to  eight 
additional  printers  to  be  available.  Users  can  then  instruct  the 
system  to  print  their  files  on  the  high  speed  braille  embosser,  the  low 
speed  embosser,  the  high  speed  matrix  printer,  or  a  letter  quality 
printer.  These  tasks  will  be  performed  by  the  Zenith  Computer  while 
permitting  itself  to  be  used  either  as  a  terminal  to  the  main  Computer 
or  as  a  stand-alone  machine  with  its  powerful  graphic  facilities. 

Two  lunchtime  courses  are  well  attended  by  staff  and  students  who 
wish  to  develop  their  Comupter  literacy.  One  course  uses  Basic  as  a 
teaching  language  while  the  other  uses  Pascal. 

The  Department  has  developed  programs  for  the  translation  of 
English  text  to  grade  2  braille,  and  grade  2  braille  to  English.  It  is 
hoped  shortly  to  have  these  facilities  available  on  the  main  multi-user 
Computer  system. 

We  look  forward  to  the  integration  of  all  Computer  facilities  to 
provide  a  service  to  students  on  examination  courses,  and  to  students 
and  staff  who  wish  either  to  explore  the  possibilities  of  using 
Computers  in  their  own  learning  or  teaching  or  who  wish  to  use  the 
editing,  storing,  translating,  and  printing  facilities  of  the  system.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  GENERAL  STUDIES 

The  general  expansion  of  student  numbers  at  College  led  to 
increased  demands  across  the  whole  spectrum  of  the  services  offered 
by  the  Department  but  it  was  in  ‘O’  level  English  Language  and  the 
related  English  classes  that  the  most  intense  pressures  were  felt  and 
we  were  glad  to  welcome  Mrs.  June  Morgan  as  an  additional  part- 
time  English  Lecturer.  Her  appointment,  and  the  fact  that  we  were 
also  able  to  call  upon  the  services  of  the  Principal,  Mr.  Roy  Owen  and 
Miss  Julie  Smith  for  some  English  teaching,  enabled  us  to  provide  ‘O’ 
level  English  courses  for  over  ninety  students. 

The  year  saw  the  acquisition  of  much  new  equipment  which  has 
enhanced  the  Department’s  ability  to  provide  for  the  special  needs  of 
our  students.  Of  particular  interest  were  two  rear-view  projection 
screens  and  a  projector,  the  gifts  of  Burghill  and  Tillington  Women’s 
Institute,  which  have  proved  their  worth  by  being  in  use  almost 
daily.  The  fact  that  the  image  is  projected  from  behind  enables 
students  with  residual  vision  to  get  as  close  to  the  screen  as  is 
desirable  without  fear  of  blocking  the  projection.  The  Geographers 
especially  have  made  extensive  use  of  this  apparatus.  Another 
invaluable  addition  to  our  equipment  was  an  electronic  talking 
balance  for  the  Physics  Laboratory  acquired  rather  fortuitously.  In 
the  process  of  searching  the  market  for  a  suitable  electronic  balance 
to  which  speed  output  could  be  added  it  was  discovered  that  the 
Ohans  Balance  Company  had  produced  a  prototype  talking  balance 
as  a  design  exercise  and  were  looking  for  someone  to  evaluate  it.  This 
College  was  an  obvious  choice  and  the  balance,  which  in  use  far 
exceeded  our  expectations,  was  eventually  made  available  to  us  for 
£700,  a  substantial  discount  on  its  market  value.  It  has  enabled 
totally  blind  students  to  extend  quite  considerably  the  range  of 
experiments  they  can  undertake  without  sighted  assistance.  Further 
important  additions  were  a  number  of  the  new  Sharp  talking 
calculators,  relatively  cheap,  but  still  about  five  times  the  price  of  a 
similar  standard  calculator. 

Visits  this  year  have  included  a  day  at  the  North  London  School  of 
Physiotherapy  by  thirteen  first  year  students  interested  in  physio¬ 
therapy  as  a  career,  where  they  were  given  a  talk  by  the  Principal  and 
shown  around  by  student  physiotherapists.  Also  in  this  connection 
six  second  year  Physics  students  visited  the  Physiotherapy 
Department  of  a  local  hospital  and  spent  some  time  alongside 
working  physiotherapists  out  of  which  developed  some  further 
sessions  at  the  swimming  baths.  Geography  and  Environmental 
Studies  students  made  a  number  of  field  trips  studying  a  wide  range 
of  topics  from  industrial  themes  in  Hereford  to  an  EEC  assisted 
upland  farm  and  on  a  mild  but  wet  winter  weekend  they  did  some 
important  work  on  transects.  The  ‘A’  level  Historians  travelled  to  the 
University  of  Birmingham  on  five  successive  Monday  evenings  to 
attend  a  course  of  seminars  on  ‘Edwardian  England’.  Over  eighty 
students  of  Environmental  Studies,  Geography,  Human  Biology  and 
Physics  attended  the  British  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
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Science  Annual  Sixth  Form  Conference,  also  at  the  University  of 
Birmingham  English  students  saw  a  good  production  of  Pinter’s 
he  Caretaker  at  Bristol  and  a  fascinating  and  illuminating 
workshop  production  of  “Romeo  and  Juliet"  by  Theatr  Powys  at  the 
Nell  Gwynne  Theatre.  ‘A’  level  English  and  History  students  and 
lecturers  combined  to  make  an  interesting  two  day  trip  to 
Nottinghamshire,  Derbyshire  and  Staffordshire.  In  Eastwood  they 
were  shown  around  by  the  secretary  of  the  Lawrence  Society  and  saw 
many  of  the  locations  featured  in  “Sons  and  Lovers”  and  on  the 
following  day  they  travelled  to  Chatterley  Whitfield  Mining  Museum 
near  Stoke-on-Trent  where  they  were  taken  underground  by  an 
experienced  ex-miner.  Much  was  learned  about  conditions  of  work  in 
past  and  present  and  there  was  a  feeling  that  at  least  one  ‘A’  level  set 
text  had  been  placed  in  its  historical  context  and  had  acquired  some 
actuality  and  “flesh”. 

Of  the  seven  General  Studies  Students  who  left  this  year  after 
completing  their  courses,  all  but  one  had  at  least  one  ‘A’  level.  One 
student  has  taken  up  a  place  at  University  and  three  have  taken  up 
places  at  the  North  London  School  of  Physiotherapy.

The  demand  from  the  students  to  enjoy  a  wide  range  of  activities 
together  with  our  determination  to  ensure  that  all  students  attain  a 
high  degree  of  independence  means  that  we  are  kept  fully  occupied. 

Home  economics  is  a  popular  choice  providing  as  it  does  the 
opportunity  to  master  the  culinary  arts  and  the  skills  required  for 
personal  care,  in  a  relaxed  congenial  environment. 

Efficient,  safe,  independent  travel  skills  and  techniques  are  a 
necessary  pre-requisite  to  becoming  independent  and  we  are  kept 
busy  meeting  the  needs  of  our  students. 

The  contributory  activities  of  Dressmaking,  Child  Care,  First  Aid, 
Make  Up  and  Grooming,  Health  and  Hygiene  are  all  important  parts 
of  the  programme. 

In  addition  to  the  Physical  Education  provided  for  first  year 
students  we  offer  an  interesting  variety  of  leisure  and  social  activities 
in  conjunction  with  the  College  Care  Staff  Many  are  organised  by 
the  students  themselves  and  some  by  Clubs  and  Groups  in  the  City. 

The  Archery  Club  runs  in  conjunction  with  the  Hereford 
Company  of  Bowmen.  Judo,  Horse  Riding  and  Yoga  provide 
opportunities  to  meet  people  outside  the  College.  Outdoor  Activities 
has  its  enthusiasts  while  a  small  group  enjoy  taking  part  in  “Fun 
Runs”  and  sponsored  canoe  events  and  the  like.  Ice  Skating  and  dry 
skiing  are  popular  with  a  small  number. 

Soccer  and  Cricket  have  a  keen  following  and  both  teams  parti¬ 
cipate  in  both  local  and  national  competitions. 
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Volleyball,  Badminton,  Table  Tennis  require  a  more  specialist 
interest,  whilst  Swimming  in  contrast  can  be  enjoyed  by  everyone. 

The  gift  by  the  Sports  Council  Trust  of  a  15-station  Exercise  and 
Conditioning  Machine  has  proved  a  useful  addition  to  our  range  of 
equipment. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  members  of  British  Association  for  Sports 
and  Recreational  Activities  for  the  Blind  for  the  gift  of  a  Cup  to  be 
awarded  to  the  student  contributing  most  towards  the  leisure  and 
social  activities  of  the  College.  Stephen  Cunningham,  the  Student 
Sports  Secretary,  was  the  first  recipient  of  this  trophy. 

In  the  Spring  half-term  we  organised  a  Living  Skills  Conference 
for  all  those  working  with  young  visually  impaired  people.  It  was 
very  well  attended  and  considered  very  successful,  affording  an 
opportunity  to  meet  and  to  share  ideas  with  people  from  all  over  the 
United  Kingdom. 

1  must  extend  our  appreciation  to  all  those  who  provide 
opportunities  for  our  students  to  enjoy  so  many  activities.  The 
members  of  the  Civil  Service,  RAF  Credenhill,  the  Hereford  Rotary 
Club  for  their  assistance  in  enabling  students  to  take  part  in  the  Stoke 
Mandeville  games,  and  to  all  those  other  Clubs  and  Groups  with 
whom  we  have  excellent  relationships.

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC 

One  of  the  most  memorable  events  of  the  last  academic  year  took 
place  on  Sunday,  May  9th,  when  Morning  Service  was  broadcast  live 
from  the  College  on  Radio  4. 

Many  of  you  will  remember  that  the  radio  programme  “Sunday 
Half-hour”  was  broadcast  from  Rowton  Castle  a  few  years  ago.  The 
producer  was  Michael  Shoesmith,  and  I  was  delighted  to  meet  him 
again  in  College  towards  the  end  of  March  when  he  came  to  discuss 
the  possibility  of  a  live  broadcast  Service  from  the  College.  There  is 
less  support  for  choral  singing  here  these  days  than  there  once  was, 
but  on  the  other  hand  the  Service  was  to  be  largely  congregational 
and  the  challenge  of  organising  such  an  event,  along  with  Father 
Alan  Rees  of  Belmont  Abbey  who  was  to  conduct  it,  was  one  I  simply 
couldn’t  resist.  I  invited  the  Chamber  Choir  from  Hereford 
Cathedral  School  to  come  and  share  in  our  act  of  worship,  and  the 
members  were  thrilled  at  the  idea  of  being  involved  in  a  broadcast. 
On  Saturday  evening.  May  8th,  there  was  a  long  and  fascinating 
rehearsal  of  all  that  was  to  make  up  the  Service  with  the  exception  of 
the  sermon,  and  on  the  following  morning  we  were  all  in  our  places 
shortly  after  9  a.m.  The  Service  was  introduced  by  the  Principal  and 
both  the  lessons  were  read  from  braille.  I  shall  certainly  never  forget 
the  experience  of  improvising  quietly  on  the  organ  before  the  Service 
began,  with  Alistair  Cooke  reading  his  “Letter  from  America”  in  my 
left  ear.  Next  came  the  announcement  as  to  where  the  Service  was 
coming  from  that  day,  and  away  we  went.  Between  playing  hymns. 
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all  sorts  of  fears  ran  through  my  mind.  Would  there  be  a  power  cut 
inoperative?  Would  all  the  fire  bells  in  College 
suddenly  burst  into  a  jangle  of  jubilation?  Would  the  chap  who  sells 
ice  cream  to  the  tune  of  Greensleeves  decide  to  come  round  earlier 
than  usual?  Mercifully,  none  of  these  things  happened,  and  the 
Service  appears  to  have  been  very  well  received  by  all  who  heard  it  1 
would  like  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  many  people  who 
rang  or  wrote  with  congratulatory  words,  not  only  for  me,  but  for  all 
who  took  part  m  the  broadcast. 

In  ny  last  report  I  told  readers  that  I  was  counting  the  days  to 

when  the  new  organ  was  due  to  be  delivered.  In  February  two  of  J  & 

J.  Makm’s  men  arrived  with  the  large  speaker  cabinets  and  set  to 
work  mounting  them  at  the  front  end  of  the  Recital  Room  where  the 
two  concert  grands  and  the  harpsichord  live.  Scaffolding  had  to  be 
erected  for  the  purpose,  and  there  was  a  great  deal  of  electrical  work 
to  be  done  before  the  arrival  of  the  three-manual  organ  console  It 
was  brought  on  March  10th,  but  exactly  as  the  lorry  which  bore  it 
came  through  the  College  gates,  Andrew  Beaizley  and  1  had  to  set  off 
in  the  minibus  with  a  party  of  students  for  Worcester  College,  where 
this  year’s  Festival  of  Music  for  Schools  for  the  Blind  was  being  held. 
Three  of  our  students  were  taking  part  in  the  Festival  Concert! 
Andrew  Howell  played  his  trombone,  Andrew  Starr  played  music  by 
Handel  on  his  flute,  and  David  Tompkins  played  Debussy’s  piano 
piece,  “La  plus  que  lent”. 

On  my  return  from  Worcester  I  was  eager  to  try  the  organ  that 
night.  Even  before  the  final  voicing  was  carried  out  a  few  days  later, 
the  organ  sounded  superb  as  I  built  it  up  from  ppp  tofff.  Andrew  and 
I  played  it  in  turn,  making  mental  notes  as  to  what  needed  attention, 
but  chiefly  for  the  sheer  delight  of  getting  to  know  Lord  Howard’s 
magnificent  gift  to  the  College. 


The  Recital  which  Dr.  Jackson,  Organist  of  York  Minster,  gave  on 
May  25th  was  as  varied  in  content  as  it  was  magnificent  in 
presentation.  At  the  end  of  it.  Dr.  Jackson  sat  down,  thumped  me  on 
the  back,  and  said  “Jolly  good  luck”,  for  somehow  I  had  to  find  the 
courage  to  play  where  he  had  left  off  That  which  I  played  was  a 
musical  tribute  to  our  President  which  I  entitled,  “Rhapsody  on 
H.D.W.”  I  had  written  it  because  this  was  my  most  natural  way  of 
saying  thank  you  to  Lord  Howard  for  giving  the  College  such  a 
wonderful  instrument.  When  I  had  finished  playing  I  asked  Lord 
Howard  if  he  would  accept  a  copy  of  my  work,  and  this  he  most 
graciously  did. 

Our  two  leading  music  students,  John  Savage  and  David 
Tompkins,  gave  a  most  impressive  evening  of  piano  music  in  June. 
Each  played  a  Sonata  plus  several  short  pieces,  and  by  way  of  a 
finale  the  two  performers  came  together  to  play  Mozart’s  D  major 
Sonata  for  piano  duet. 

Both  these  students  had  distinguished  themselves  in  the  Hereford 
Eestival  of  Music  and  Drama  held  in  May.  They  won  the  senior  duet 
class  with  their  performance  of  a  movement  from  Faure’s  “Dolly”, 
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and  David  came  away  with  the  Herefordshire  Community  Council 
cup  for  advanced  solo  pianists. 

Many  fine  lunchtime  and  evening  recitals  have  been  enjoyed  in 
College  during  the  past  year,  including  one  by  the  distinguished 
pianist,  John  Barstow,  one  by  a  string  quartet  led  by  Christopher 
Polybank  (County  Music  Adviser  of  Hereford  and  Worcester),  and 
one  entitled  “An  Evening  of  Song”,  given  by  students  from  the 
Birmingham  School  of  Music.  On  June  15th,  Anthony  Hopkins 
delighted  us  all  with  his  talk,  “How  to  be  a  successful  failure”. 

The  Prize  Day  Concert  took  a  somewhat  unusual  form  this  year,  it 
being  held  in  the  Recital  Room  rather  than  the  Gymnasium,  so  that 
visitors  could  have  an  opportunity  of  hearing  our  new  organ.  The 
programme  was  made  up  of  items  by  students  with  organ  pieces  of 
various  kinds  slotted  between  them  and  was  performed  twice  over. 
By  all  accounts  it  was  much  enjoyed.

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LIBRARY  AND  LEARNING  RESOURCES 


1981/82  will  go  down  as  the  year  we  doubled  our  student  intake  in 
a  week.  A  week  before  the  beginning  of  term,  I  was  making  the  usual 
preparations,  working  on  a  basis  of  40  new  students,  when  news 
came  that  our  intake  in  September  was  likely  to  be  80!  It  was 
possible  (just)  to  duplicate  the  right  number  of  print  and  thermoform 
copies  of  students’  initial  programmes,  guides  to  the  library,  etc.,  but 
there  was  not  time  to  re-jig  the  programme  for  the  first  week  of  term. 
Consequently  new  students  found  themselves  organised  in 
uncomfortable  large  groups  (20  instead  of  the  usual  10)  for  college 
tours  and  initial  study  sessions. 

Throughout  the  year  the  story  continued:  more  tapes  were  needed, 
as  more  students  were  studying  for  O  and  A  levels  and  needed  tape 
sets  of  works  ranging  from  Chaucer  to  D.  H.  Lawrence.  More 
students,  especially  those  out  in  lodgings,  asked  to  borrow  tape 
recorders,  and  more  of  these  had  to  be  bought.  Meanwhile,  they  had 
to  be  content  by  borrowing  the  old  tape  players.  In  addition,  more 
students  wished  to  learn  to  use  the  Optacon.  During  the  year,  we 
were  given  2  more  machines,  and  also  gained  the  services  of  Mrs.  Jan 
Marshall,  who  started  in  November  ’81  as  part-time  optacon 
instructor.  This  enabled  us  to  take  twice  the  number  of  students  that 
we  had  trained  the  previous  year,  and  reduced  the  waiting  list  to 
manageable  proportions. 

In  the  midst  of  the  Christmas  freeze-up,  a  ’phone  call  from  Mr. 
Wilson  of  the  Foundation  for  Audio  Research  offered  us  the  new 
World  Book  Encyclopedia  on  Tape,  provided  we  could  collect  it 
swiftly.  Mike  Williams-Davies  kindly  drove  over  to  Hertfordshire  to 
collect  it,  on  one  of  the  few  days  in  December  when  the  journey  was 
feasible.  We  then  had  the  problem  of  where  to  put  the  new  machine, 
complete  with  19  large  volumes  of  indexes.  We  decided  to  divide  the 
long  study  room  into  two  by  means  of  a  see-through  partition.  The 
larger  of  the  2  rooms  then  became  an  open-access  study  room,  with 
the  usual  quota  of  tape  players,  and  containing  the  Library’s  ink- 
print  collection.  The  smaller  room  now  contains  the  Encyclopedia  on 
Tape,  plus  2  tape  players  and  a  variable  speed  talking  book  machine, 
speed),  2  tape  players  and  a  variable  speed  talking  book  machine. 
The  room  is  open  during  weekdays,  and  students  can  borrow  a  key  for 
use  in  the  evenings  and  at  weekends.  The  system  is  popular  with  the 
students,  and  on  the  whole  they  use  it  well.

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TECHNICAL  RESOURCES 


With  the  ever  increasing  complexities  of  modern  technology  one 
becomes  quickly  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  old  steam  radio  was  far 
more  reliable,  albeit  larger.  The  Sci-Fi  predictions  for  the  2 1  st  century 
are  easy  to  realise  if  you  stop,  take  a  step  back  and  take  account.  The 
machinery  that  the  conscientious  operator  used  to  coax  and  nurture 
to  smooth  operation  is  now  taken  over  by  a  microprocessor  that 
takes  its  readings  from  electronic  sensors  scattered  about  on  small 
printed  circuit  boards. 

1982,  as  with  other  years  has  been  both  exciting  and  rewarding  for 
the  Technical  Resources  Department.  My  assistant,  Norman  Simms 
has  gained  success  in  his  first  year  at  Technical  College,  with  a  Credit 
and  Distinction  on  the  Electronics  Servicing  Course,  and  now  travels 
to  Worcester  each  Friday  for  his  second  year  studies. 

“Speech  Synthesis”  has  been  the  theme  for  this  year.  A  “Talking 
Voltmeter”  has  already  been  developed,  and  is  in  full  use  in  the 
Physics  Department. 

Three  other  developments  are  about  to  be  completed  and  these 
are: 

(i)  “Talking  Thermometer”  with  a  range  from  0-100°C. 

(ii)  “Talking  Frequency  Temperature  and  Humidity  Meter”. 
This  is  a  pocket  sized  unit  for  use  by  the  Piano  Tuning 
Department,  as  a  rough  check  to  aid  in  the  day  to  day  repair 
of  pianos. 

(iii)  “Hand  Held  Talking  Digital  Multimeter”.  This  will  give  all 
the  functions  of  the  average  pocket  meter. 

A  further  speech  unit  has  been  developed  to  interface  with  two 
commercial  meters.  The  first  is  a  Phillip  Harris  Ph.  Meter  and 
secondly  a  Philip  Harris  Frequency/Timer,  which  is  being  kindly 
modified  by  them  to  output  B.C.D.  information. 

The  new  Imperial  Electronic  Typewriters  have  been  modified  and 
now  boast  a  Braille  Scale. 

The  Reprographics  area  is  gradually  being  tailored  to  a  useful  asset 
which  complements  the  College’s  other  fine  departmental  facilities. 
Although  the  new  enlarging  photocopier  has  been  a  bit  of  a  headache 
for  staff  and  engineer  alike,  the  teething  problems  seem  to  be  getting 
ironed  out  one  by  one.

SUMMARY  OF  ACTIVITIES  1978-82 

What  have  we  achieved  in  our  three-and-a-half  years? 

First  we  built  a  gallery.  It  is  a  well  designed  and  adaptable  space 
with  good  lighting,  both  natural  and  artificial.  There  cannot  be 
another  as  good  in  the  U.K.  devoted  to  the  visually  handicapped.  It 
has  an  Arts  Council  category  ‘C’  rating  for  its  facilities,  as  good  as 
most  in  the  provinces.  The  shortcomings  of  the  gallery  and  its 
running  are  in  the  back-up  facilities,  a  serious  shortage  of  storage 
space  and  manpower  in  all  aspects. 

Second,  we  have  begun  to  build  a  collection  of  sculpture  and 
casts.  It  includes  purchases  and  loans  from  the  artists  and  the  Arts 
Council.  Some  are  gifts. 

Third,  we  have  had  a  series  of  temporary  exhibitions,  covering  a 
really  wide  range  of  work  in  different  media  including  Arts  Council 
touring  exhibitions  as  well  as  those  arranged  by  ourselves.  We  have 
experimented  in  these  exhibitions  with  modes  of  presentation. 

This  outlines  what  we  have  done.  Now  some  comments  and 
observations. 

From  all  that  we  have  produced,  and  the  thought  and  care  put  into 
planning,  I  think  that  there  is  no  doubt  that  we  have  gained 
considerable  knowledge  and  expertise  in  exhibition  design  for  the 
visually  handicapped.  Sadly  it  seems  unlikely  that  more 
prestigious  fine  art  institutions  will  allow  themselves  to  benefit  from 
this.  The  recent  Tate  Gallery  exhibition  was  a  terrible  disappoint¬ 
ment  in  this  respect.  It  did  not  seem  to  have  advanced  at  all  from  their 
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first  exhibition.  Where  was  the  stimulating  variety  of  materials  one 
^lould  have  expected  as,  for  example,  in  our  North  Staffs  Polv 
Degree  Show,  or  the  Art  to  Share  Exhibitions?  What  a  narrow  and 
traditional  band  of  work,  carefully  chosen  from  the  less  important 
works  in  their  collections.  We  have  shown  the  best  we  could  eet 
though,  lor  educational  purposes,  this  is  not  of  primary  importance. 
(A  very  useful  and  fruitful  discussion  with  the  Director  of  the 
Education  Department  of  the  Museum  fur  Kunst  und  Gewerbe  in 
Hamburg,  who  has  regular  sessions  with  the  blind,  has  confirmed 
our  views  and  experience).  The  Tate  Gallery— a  member  of  the  Tate 
staff— had  consulted  with  us  and  visited  Hereford  for  advice  on  their 
exhibition,  and  impressed  with  what  she  found  here,  made  a  report 
with  a  number  of  recommendations  based  on  her  findings.  It  was  not 
heeded.  The  Tate  exhibition  was  put  into  focus  by  a  visit  I  made  with 
partially  sighted  students  arriving  direct  from  the  Picasso  exhibition 
at  the  Hayward.  Their  reaction  was  plain;  the  Tate  show  was  seen  as 
dull,  monotonous  and  a  typically  “charitable”  offering. 

I  concentrate  on  this  exhibition  the  more  because  it  represents  the 
opposite  pole  to  my  intentions.  My  experience  with  the  preparation 
of  this  exhibition  and  a  piece  produced  for  it  leads  me  to  feel  that 
involvement  with  the  world  of  high  fine  art  has  requirements  which 
run  counter  to  the  needs  of  the  educational  function  of  the  Gallery. 

Now  and  for  the  future,  we  are  going  to  experiment  more  radically. 
We  will  be  hoping  to  use  the  recently  purchased  projection 
equipment  for  history  of  art  teaching  much  more  widely. 

“A  Touch  of  Yesterday”,  the  exhibition  which  opened  on  17th 
June,  is  a  new  departure,  in  that  it  deals  with  applied  design  rather 
than  fine  art.  It  is  an  almost  direct  result  of  the  above  mentioned 
discussion  with  Nils  Jockel  (Hamburg). 

The  points  that  arose,  and  which  have  influenced  the  development 
of  this  exhibition: 

(1)  Relevance  to  the  visitors.  The  first  aim  is  to  get  them  feeling 
things  and  so  choose  what  will  be  of  interest,  not  just  fine  art.  The 
original  plan  was  to  mix  fine  art  with  applied  design,  but  we  are 
concentrating  on  the  latter  aspect  in  this  exhibition  to  gain 
experience. 

(2)  Getting  to  the  people  if  they  can’t  get  to  you.  (The  blind  are  thin 
on  the  ground,  and  we  have  always  aimed  to  get  an  audience  wider 
than  the  student  body  itself)-  The  original  intention  was  to  tour  this 
exhibition  as  it  seemed  the  most  suitable  way  to  use  the  balance  of 
the  de  Lancey  money.  But  the  terms  do  not  allow  for  this. 

(3)  Indeed,  money.  Fine  art  is  expensive  to  purchase  or  to  house  if 
insurers’  requirements  are  to  be  satisfied,  so  also  transportation  of 
sculpture  and  materials  for  commissions.  So  keep  to  low  objects. 

Also,  we  still  have  some  money,  and  I  am  investigating  the  best 
way  to  arrange  a  commission,  perhaps  involving  some  kind  of 
competition,  as  the  recent  sculpture  for  the  Arnolfini  Centre,  where  a 
relatively  small  sum  was  offered  for  materials.

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STUDENT  VIEWPOINTS 

THE  CHALLENGE 

My  eyesight  was  found  to  be  faulty  when  I  was  seven  years  old.  We 
had  been  on  holiday  in  Butlin’s,  Devon,  when  my  mother  had 
noticed  that  something  wasn’t  quite  right.  My  brothers  and  1  had 
been  running  in  the  dark  and  I  had  run  headlong  into  Jason,  my 
younger  brother,  doing  up  his  laces.  It  seemed  that  from  that  point 
on  my  life  changed  completely.  First  thing  Mum  did  when  we  arrived 
home  was  to  get  me  an  appointment  at  the  Eye  Hospital. 

It  was  on  this  very  point  that  the  greatest  challenge  of  my  life 
began.  Although  I  was  only  seven,  I  knew  as  well  as  my  parents  that 
my  eyesight  wasn’t  quite  right.  After  my  appointment  with  that  weird 
old  man  with  his  wall  chart  and  special  equipment,  my  parents  were 
told  about  my  problem.  They  just  couldn’t  tell  me. 

Eventually  I  wheedled  the  story  out  of  them,  but  I  wasn’t  prepared 
for  what  they  had  to  say.  The  doctor  had  said  that  I  was  night  blind 
and  that  I  would  eventually  be  blind.  I  couldn’t  understand  this  story 
that  my  parents  had  told  me,  as  a  story  I  just  knew  it  had  to  be, 
because  after  all  things  like  that  only  happened  on  programmes  such 
as  “Little  House  on  the  Prairie”. 

I  grew  up  wrapped  in  cotton  wool,  not  understanding  what  exactly 
was  wrong  with  me.  I  never  went  to  a  partially  sighted  school,  but  I 
was  taught  braille  by  a  lady  who  came  in  once  a  week.  Each  time  I 
went  to  the  hospital,  the  doctor  added  another  long  complicated 
word  to  his  file  on  me.  He  would  have  a  whisper  with  my  parents  and 
then  tell  me  that  my  sight  was  slowly  getting  worse.  I  left  the  hospital 
each  time  crying  as  I  just  couldn’t  believe  that  it  was  happening  to  me 
of  all  people. 

There  was  many  a  time  when  I  wanted  to  give  up  my  challenge  at 
school  and  at  home.  Especially  the  times  when  my  friends,  who  also 
couldn’t  understand  my  problem,  would  laugh  and  tease  me.  If  I 
couldn’t  do  something  or  knocked  something  over,  I  would  just  cry 
and  cry.  To  me,  life  wouldn’t  be  worth  living  if  I  lost  my  sight 
completely,  I  used  to  think  to  myself. 

Then  as  I  got  older  I  understood  more.  I  got  a  place  at  a  fantastic 
college.  This  in  itself  helped  me  to  keep  up  my  challenge.  It  wasn’t 
until  I  went  to  college  and  met  other  people  with  the  same  problems 
as  I  that  I  realised  that  it  wasn’t  just  me  that  had  bad  eyes,  but  there 
were  people  with  no  sight  at  all.  I  began  to  think  that  I  wasn’t  as 
badly  off  as  I  thought  I  was;  in  fact  I  was  very  lucky  as  I  had  the 
advantage  of  growing  up  and  attending  school  with  fully  sighted 
people,  so  I  had  learnt  to  cope  better  than  I  thought  I  had. 
Still,  though,  at  sixteen  years  old,  I  still  don’t  fully  understand  the  ins 
and  outs  of  my  handicap.  Also  I  still  have  many  challenges  to 
conquer  at  the  present  and  in  the  future.  Overcoming  the  shock  of 
knowing  that  one  day  I  will  be  blind  has  been  the  greatest  challenge 
and  still  is  in  my  life. 
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THE  GREAT  FREEZE 


Sitting  here  in  the  bright  warm  sunlight  and  feeling  the  soft  cool 
breeze  on  my  face,  as  I  look  out  of  my  window  at  the  hard  concrete 
ground  below,  it’s  hard  to  imagine  that  just  over  two  weeks  ago  the 
very  same  road  and  all  around  was  covered  in  a  beautiful  carpet  of 
white.  Although  it  looked  beautiful,  the  snow  was  more  of  a  problem 
that  it  would  seem.  1  hardly  remember  how  many  times  I  ended  up  on 
the  ground  with  a  bruised  backside.  But  there  was  a  fun  side  to  it;  we 
had  a  sledge  donated  from  someone’s  digs  and  we  spent  nearly  every 
night  in  the  park  improving  our  skill  at  missing  trees  and  learning 
how  to  recover  from  an  odd  bush  or  hedge  after  crashing  into  it  head 
on  at  about  30  miles  per  hour.  Aftera  while  tracks  were  made  and  the 
ground  was  quite  hard  and  fast,  and  soon  there  were  competitions  to 
see  who  could  miss  a  particular  bush,  go  through  a  patch  of  trees  and 
out  through  the  kiss  gates  on  to  the  road,  without  getting  killed  or 
injured.  The  sledging  was  fun,  but  not  always  possible.  In  some 
places  snow  had  gone  mad  covering  our  waists  and  climbing  over  the 
window  ledges.  Some  people  had  spent  hours  digging  their  front  and 
back  gardens  out  and  recovering  the  buried  cars  only  to  find  them 
just  as  bad  the  next  day.  We  had  never  seen  snow  like  that  before  and 
don’t  really  miss  it  that  much.  All  I  can  say  is  I’m  glad  I  don’t  live  in 
the  Antarctic. 


RESEARCH  DEVELOPMENTS 

A  NEW  BRAILLER 

The  Royal  National  College  for  the  Blind  has  been  commissioned 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Mountbatten  Memorial  Trust  to  pursue 
development  of  a  new  brailling  machine,  with  the  aim  of  having  such 
a  machine  ready  for  production  at  the  end  of  three  years.  The  new 
machine  should  incorporate  modern  techniques  in  design  and 
materials  and  would  employ  electronics  in  order  to  reduce  the 
number  of  moving  parts.  It  would  be  possible  to  connect  such  an 
electronic  brailler  to  computers  and  micro-processors  with  obvious 
ramifications  in  employment,  education  and  recreation. 

Funding  of  £126,000  over  three  years  is  available  and  it  is  hoped  to 
appoint  a  suitable  research  engineer  by  Easter  of  1983.  The  first 
priorities  will  be  investigating  existing  machines  and  consulting  with 
agencies  for  the  blind  in  order  to  determine  the  main  priorities  for  a 
new  brailler. 

Centre-fold  "The  Summer  Fayre” 
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It  has  been  felt  for  some  time  that  the  Perkins  Brailler,  designed 
over  forty  years  ago,  is  becoming  obsolete  in  terms  of  design  and  in 
the  materials  used  in  its  construction. 

This  is  in  no  way  to  denigrate  the  Perkins  machine,  which  has 
revolutionised  the  education  of  blind  children  in  the  developed 
world.  Subjects  such  as  Mathematics,  where  it  is  essential  to  read  and 
follow  what  has  just  been  written,  are  now  available  to  all,  not  just 
the  clever  few.  The  Perkins  was  the  first  satisfactory  upward  writer 
and  reflected  the  very  best  in  design  engineering  of  its  time.  The  first 
prototype  was  produced  in  1946  and  the  first  models  became 
available  in  1951.  Clearly,  design  engineering  has  made  considerable 
progress  since  that  time.  Some  of  the  criticisms  often  made  of  the 
Perkins  are; 

i.  By  the  standards  of  the  third  world  countries,  it  is  expensive  and 
is,  therefore,  less  available  than  it  should  be. 

ii.  The  inventor,  Mr.  Abraham,  claimed  that  the  machine  probably 
had  more  precision  parts  than  many  wrist  watches.  This  is  an 
inevitable  consequence  of  having  a  moving  embossing  head, 
and  the  result  is  that  when  the  Perkins  develops  a  fault  an  expert 
technician  is  needed  to  repair  it. 

iii.  It  is  heavy  and  noisy  in  operation,  partly  due  to  the  all-metal 
construction  of  the  box.  This  effectively  prevents  its  use  in  lecture 
classes  in  colleges  and  universities. 

Some  of  the  criteria  for  the  new  brailler  might  be: 

1.  Construction  from  modern  materials,  perhaps  plastics. 

2.  Employment  of  electronics  to  simplify  the  connection  between 
keys  and  embossing  head. 

3.  The  cost  to  be  kept  as  low  as  possible:  this  to  be  considered  a 
major  factor. 

4.  Construction  to  be  based  on  a  modular  design  so  that  repairs  are 
simplified. 

5.  To  be  as  silent  as  possible  in  operation. 

6.  To  be  lighter  and  smaller  than  the  Perkins. 

7.  To  have  a  standard  interface  for  connection  to  electronic  devices 
for  input  and  output.  It  should  be  possible  to  have  plug-in  modules 
which  would,  for  instance,  allow  input  and  output  to  micro¬ 
processors  in  grade  2  braille.  Such  add-ons  would  allow  the 
machine  to  operate  as  a  braille  printer  or  braille  computer 
terminal. 

No  doubt  many  readers  can  think  of  alternatives  to  these  criteria 
or  have  views  on  the  priorities  among  them.  We  would  be  grateful  for 
any  suggestions  or  comments  on  the  project  that  people  might  care  to 
make.

TEN  YEARS’  WORK  AMONG  THE  BLIND 

We  are  always  pleased  to  call  attention  to  any  successful  effort  in 
the  way  of  cultivating  and  improving  the  people.  We  have  frequently 
urged  that  no  funds  or  efforts  are  better  spent  than  those  that  go  for 
raising  the  character  and  increasing  the  happiness  ol  our  people.  In 
them  a  nation  has  its  richest  raw  material — one  that  pays  best  for  any 
pains  that  may  be  taken  with  its  cultivation  and  improvements,  and 
the  greatest  benefactors  to  the  world  are  those  who  can  best 
manipulate  this  material;  who,  taking  hold  of  the  children,  can 
mould  them  into  honest,  virtuous,  industrious,  and  intelligent  men 
and  women. 

In  the  report  of  the  Royal  Normal  College  for  the  Blind  we  have 
the  record  of  ten  years’  work  in  this  direction,  upon  material 
generally  thought  to  be  of  the  most  unpromising  character,  and  the 
record  shows  out  of  such  conditions  faithful  and  earnest  work  can 
secure  a  harvest  of  glorious  results. 

We  well  remember  the  quiet  advent  of  Mr.  Campbell,  with  his  one 
or  two  pupils,  ten  years  ago  and,  to-day  we  look  from  our  office 
window  upon  a  large  establishment  with  its  college  buildings, 
residences,  gymnasiums,  grounds,  lake,  and  various  offices,  about 
which,  like  bees  in  a  hive,  we  see  the  active  principal  and  his  staff, 
with  groups  of  happy  pupils  constantly  at  work. 

The  report  reveals  such  an  amount  of  work  done  and  success 
achieved  as  must  fill  every  reader  with  astonishment.  These  results 
speak  eloquently  of  the  splendid  organization  of  the  College  and  the 
great  energy,  wonderful  adaption,  and  remarkable  teaching  power 
that  has  been  displayed,  with  a  hopefulness  and  confidence  that  no 
difficulties  could  arrest.  Not  only  has  this  home-work  of  teaching 
been  so  satisfactorily  accomplished,  but  beside  it  there  has  been  the 
giving  of  concerts  and  the  holding  of  meetings  in  all  parts  of  the 
kingdom.  Also  the  searching  for  and  securing  patrons  and  funds  for 
so  great  an  undertaking,  all  this  must  have  involved  an  amount  of 
thought  and  labour  scarcely  to  be  conceived;  and  that,  with  the 
engrossing  care  of  building  up  and  consolidating  such  an  institution, 
the  real  work  of  the  College  should  have  progressed  so  successfully  as 
to  have  40  per  cent,  higher  results  with  the  pupils  than  any  other 
institution  in  the  world  is  marvellous.
